B .  Personal  Health  Services  in  the  distri c t . 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  operation  in  July  when  the 
provision  of  hospital  and  specialist  medical  services  became  the  responsib¬ 
ility  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  private  medical  practitioner 
service  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Executive  Councils. 


The  County  Council  as  local  health  authority  under  the  Act  became 
responsible  for  ambulance  arrangements  in  the  district,  and  for  home 
nursing  facilities.  The  domiciliary  midwifery,  child  welfare  and  the 
school  medical  services  remained  the  responsibility  of  the  Dorset  County 
Council  as  local  health  authority. 

The  laboratory  services  and  the  tuberculosis  and  venereal  disease 
services  previously  provided  by  the  Dorset  County  Council  became  the 
responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  through  their  hospital  service. 

The  change  over  of  functions  and  responsibilities  in  so  far  as  the 
district  is  concerned  appears  to  have  taken  place  smoothly  and  without 
dislocation. 


No  complaints  have  been  made  to  me  suggesting  that  patients  have  not, 
under  the  Act,  received  any  necessary  medical  treatment  available  to  tnem 
before  the  Act  became  operative,  and  my  general  impression  is  that  the  Act 
has  proved  beneficial  to  the  community.

2.  V/ATER  SUPPLY.

Owing  oo  the  diminution  in  the  yield  of  the  springs  from  which  the 
present  supplies  are  derived  and  due  to  an  increased  consumption, 
principally  agricultural,  water  shortage  was  experienced  during  the  year. 

As  a  temporary  measure,  in  order  to  meet  the  increased  consumption, 
water  was  taken  from  the  Wincanton  R.D.C.  from  its  main  at  Priors  Down 
into  the  Council's  existing  main  at  Stalbridge. 


The  quality  of  the  Council's  water  supplies  has  remained  unchanged. 
41  samples  of  water  were  submitted  during  the  course  of  the  ^ear  for 
bacteriological  examination.  7  samples  of  water  from  private  supplies 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 


Consideration  was  given  to  a  proposed  new  supply  for  the  parish  of 
Stoke  Wake  and  a  scheme  is  in  the  course  of  preparation  for  the  provision 
to  this  parish  of  a  supply  derived  from  a  borehole  from  which  water 

in  °Jc'ferioloSical  quality,  has  been  obtained.  The  water  has 
contain  an  excessive  amount  of  iron  but  the  proposed  scheme 
includes  the  provision  i or  suitable  aeration  of  the  water  before  use  to 
reduce  its  iron  content.

Following  a  Public  Local  Inquiry  held  on  the  4th  January  1948  into  the 
Council’s  proposed  scheme  for  obtaining  additional  water  from  the  new 
borehole  sunk  at  Alton  pancras  in  the  Dorchester  Rural  District  approval 
of  the  Minister  of  Health  has  been  given  to  the  proposed  scheme.

4.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


( a)  House  refuse.  There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  arrangements  for 
house  refuse  collection  operated  by  the  Council.

(c)  Cesspool  Emptying.  A  new'  ''Dennis''  cesspool  emptier  was  obtained  by 
the  Council  during  the  year  and  a  ce.sspool  emptying  service  provided  as 
follows 


The  service  will  be  available  for  the  cleansing  of  domestic 
cesspool  on  application  being  made  to  the  Council's  Sanitary 
Inspector.  For  premises  which  are  not  in  areas  within  any 
existing  or  proposed  sewerage  area,  the  service  will  be  free 
on  two  occasions  during  each  calendar  year.  For  emptying  on 
more  than  two  occasions  in  each  calendar  year  and  for  premises 
inside  existing  or  proposed  sewerage  areas,  a  charge  will  be 
made  at  the  rate  of  £l  per  load. 


The  emptying  of  other  than  domestic  cesspools  is  carried  out 
by  arrangement  at  a  charge  of  12/6d.  per  hour.  Cesspools  are 
emptied  only  where  they  are  reasonably  accessible  to  the 
cesspool  emptier,  and  subject  to  the  vehicle  being  available.

During  the  year  50  recommendations  for  the  granting  of  priority  on  medical 
grounds  in  connection  with  their,  application  for  a  Council  house,  were  made 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  respect  of  the  conditions  under  which 
60  applicants  were  living,  following  inspections  carried  out  by  him. 

General  Remarks. 

The  above  mentioned  figures  show  that  the  year  under  review  was  an  out¬ 
standing  one  as  far  as  your  housing  policy  was  concerned. 


Not  only  were  169  new  houses  provided  by  the  end  of  the  year,  bringing 
your  total  post-war  houses  up  to  541,  but  253  families  (approximately  one 
family  out  of  every  twelve  in  the  district)  were  re-housed  during  the  year. 


Whilst  considerable  emphasis  was  placed  on  your  new  housing  programme, 
you  still  continued  to  carry  out  your  statutory  duties  in  connection  with 
sub-standard  property.  Of  the  15  houses  reported  to  you  under  Section  11 
of  the  Housing  Act  1956,  schemes  for  re -conditioning  were  accepted  in  respect 
to  9  of  them  and  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  to  the  remaining  4. 

At  the  same  time  the  detailed  inspection  of  houses  found  in  the  preliminary 
inspection  under  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  to  be  in  categories  3,  4  and  5 
was  almost  completed  so  putting  the  Council  in  the  position  fully  to  take 
advantage  of  the  facilities  for  re -conditioning  to  be  provided. under  the 
new  Housing  Act  and  to  formulate  concrete  proposals  with  regard  to  Clearance 
Areas  in  the  district. 


A  remarkable  improvement  in  the  general  standard  of  housing  conditions  has 
followed  your  progressive  policy  regarding  the  provision  of  new  houses  and  if 
an  equally  energetic  policy  can  be  pursued  in  connection  with  the  re¬ 
conditioning  of  sub-standard  property  and  the  demolition  of  property  which 
cannot  be  brought  up  to  standard,  the  housing  conditions  in  your  area  during 
the  next  two  years  can  be  expected  to  reach  an  exceptionally  high  level.
